Within ink next siH/weeks work will 
be commenced upon 'the Valley Rail­ 
road at Stockton, tad thousands of men 
will be employed, and the work pushed 
on to Bakersfield just as rapidly as 
possible in order that the road may be 
able to handle a large portion of the 
grain and fruit crop of the valley this 
year, thereby making the traffic pay a 
portion of the construction. 
As soon 
as the road is constructed from Stock­ 
ton to Bakersfield then work will be 
commenced upon this end. 


It has already been decided that the 
road will touch at Martinez, and this 
being the case there is eVery chance 
that it may come through Berkeley. 
In order that it may come here and 
erect depots and freight sheds how­ 
ever, it will be necessary for our people 
to bestir themselves and offer the road 
something tangible in the shape of 
right of way and depot sites.

The Gape Voyage, Which Thackeray Took, 
the So Called Overland Route and 
the 
Sues Canal Way—Interesting- Features of 
the Latter. 


"Ton recall perhaps," said the re­ 
turned East Indian, "that Colonel New- 
come in making bis final visit home 
from India oame by the so called over­ 
land route, across the desert from the 
head of the Bed sea to Cairo? Thacke­ 
ray, himself an East Indian by birth, 
was sent to England as a ohild, bnt he 
oame by way of the oape of Good Hope 
and St Helena and caught a glimpse 
of the exiled Napoleon. There must be 
yet a few persons living who reoall the 
time when Thaokeray's voyage was the 
one everybody made in going from In­ 
dia to England, and there are, of course, 
thousands that have made the caravan 
journey, as it is only a quarter of a oen- 
tury since the oponing of the Suez ca­ 
nal That last even has done more than 
any other one thing to make life in 
British India endurable, for the cutting 
of the oanal has reduced the journey 
home to a fortnight loss and brought 
the round trip ticket down to £ 8 5 . The 
prioe one way by the caravan route was 
£ 1 2 0 , just about the cost of a trip 
around the world in our day. 
Thaoke­ 
ray's journey was a matter of months, 
Colonel Newcome's a mattor of weeks, 
that of the East Indian now a matter of 
days. 


"Lieutenant Waghorn was the man 
to lay down and establish the oaravan 
route. It soon beoame a regular freight 
and passenger line. It was from Suez to 
Cairo, a distance of 7 0 miles, usually 
made in about three days. The freight 
was carried on the backs of camels, and 
the passengers rode in a rude diligence 
drawn by mules. Thoro wore caravan­ 
saries every five miles, where the mules 
were changed, and at some of these 
there was food to be had. The great 
standby was 'spatchcock.' When the na­ 
tives in ohargo of a oaravansary spied 
an approaching oaravan, they instantly 
rushed out, caught some fowls, wrung 
their necks, and an hour later served 
them, scarce dead, to tho travelers; 
hence the name spatchcock. That jour­ 
ney across the desert was most trying 
to women and children, and the railroad 
from Suez to Cairo in 
1 8 5 9 was hailed 
as a vast improvement over the caravan 
method of travel. 


"Ten years later came the canal. The 
digging of the oanal practically ' de­ 
stroyed Suez, for the port is some dis­ 
tance from the oity, and a busy town 
with a large hotel and many small ones 
has been transformed into a dust heap 
in the desert The oanal, in destroying 
one town, built up the others, for Port 
Said and Ismailia aro oreatures of the 
oanal. The former used to be one of the 
worst plaoes on earth, and at ordinary 
times one of the dullest. The vioious 
Levantines, of all eastern raoes, and 
the equally vioious Europeans from ev­ 
ery part of the continent seemed to 
wake into aotivity only at the approach 
of a ship. Then dancehouses, gambling 
hells and every sort of evil resort opened 
wide their doors to the delayed traveler. 
Perhaps it is better now, or possibly 
worse, for in these days a Bingle com­ 
pany pays more than f 1 , 0 0 0 , 0 0 0 a year 
in tolls, and there is an almost contin­ 
uous procession of ships through the 
oanal. 


"The Suez canal is in some respects 
the most wonderful waterway in the 
world. As soon as the traveler enters it 
he realizes that he is in the hands of the 
French. A Frenoh Bpeaking pilot takes 
possession of the ship, and all offloera of 
the oanal are Frenchmen. The gares, or 
turnouts, where a ship wnits to let an­ 
other pass, are in the charge of old 
Frenoh soldiers, and it is oharming to 
see how they beautify their arid sur­ 
roundings. When the sand of the desert 
is watered, it almost bursts with bow­ 
ers, and at every gare are a neatly paint­ 
ed little house and a blooming garden, 
while grass edges the oanal, and the 
dreariest region on earth is transformed 
by Frenoh thrift 
One of the most in­ 
teresting sights to the oanal in early 
days was to see one ship meet another. 
The passengers on each crowded for­ 
ward with greetings and the waving of 
handkerchiefs, and there were tears 
from the outward bound at the thought 
or what the homeward bound were soon 
to see. The meeting of ships is now no 
longer a novelty. 
I onoe encountered 
the Khedive Tewflk's yaobt, with his 
harem on board, as we passed through 
the canal. Of oonrse we caught no 
glimpse of the ladies, but Tewfik and 
De Lesseps, who was hiB guest, oame 
out on the sponson beam to greet us, 
and we manned the yards with native 
tailors in honor of the two. 


"The oanal passage is made in from 
17 to 24 hours, and since the use of 
powerful eleotrio lights has made night 
navigation in the oanal possible the 
journey from England to India is made 
with few serious delays. It used to be 
that all the ooal for ships traversing 
the Red sea was carried aardss the isth­ 
mus on the backs of camels. Ships now 
commonly ooal at Port Said. One of the 
curious features of navigation in the 
oanal and the Bed sea is the absenoe of 
large sailing craft 
The Red sea la so 
hemmed in with mountains on either 
coast that the progress of. a large sailing 
ship would,be extremely alow and at­ 
tended wMn danger from sudden squalls. 
Such a passage of the Bed sea would be 
almost Intolerable, for the heat is op- 
preBsife, and the monotony of the arid 
sand bills ashore 1B, tedious beyond JBX- 
preasionj There are lighthouses along 


, the shores, and, there is no drearier lot

Professor Schweninger recently gave 
this elaborated summary of his treat­ 
ment to a correspondent of The St. 
James Gazette: "Eat as much aa you 
please as often as you like, but not too 
much at a meal. Drink no liquid at any 
meal. When thirsty, drink a little good 
aerated water, with a few drops of lem­ 
on or orange juice squeezed into it, but 
only an hour befove or an hour after 
meala. You may also take a little white 
wine or cider that is not sweet or now 
and then a onp of tea, but never coffee. 
Smoke a little and indulge with mod­ 
eration in the other little luxuries to 
which you have been accustomed. 


Bathe often, but do not wet the en­ 
tire surface of the body at once. 
Exer­ 
cise should be regular. Change your po­ 
sition as often as possible. 
Do not re­ 
main standing or sitting or lying too 
long at a time nortpass too many hours 
in bed. Take your meals at a different 
hour every day. Never eat at regular 
hours, but whenever you are hungry, 
and, if it be not too soon before or after 
a meal, drink whenever you are thirsty. 
Better eat a dozen times a day than 
overload your stomach at two or three 
heavy meals at long intervals.
